Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to claims 1 and 20 concerning a "diverse number of a plurality of different lubricating oil 
composition samples" represents a new issue since the claims can now be interpreted as containing different lubricating oil compositions, 
wherein each composition can contain a different base oil in varying amounts in combination with a different additive in varying amounts, . 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants have not filed appropriate terminal 
disclaimers over application serial nos. 10/699,510, 10/699,507, 10/609,508 and 10/779,422. In addition, Applicants' arguments are not 
persuasive for the reasons of record set forth in the final Office action mailed on November 4, 2005. Applicants also argue that Carey et al 
do not teach of a diverse number of a plurality of different lubricating compositions since Carey et al only teach of compositions containing 
a marine diesel engine lubricant as the primary lubricant in combination with an additive. In response to this argument, it is noted that the 
indpendent claims as presently written without the addition of the amendment proposed in the response dated February 6, 2006 are 
anticipated by Carey et al since the reference to Carey et al teaches of a plurality of different lubricating oil compositions, where each 
composition comprises a primary lubricant base oil of lubricating viscosity (i.e. marine engine oil) and an additive such as a detergent, an 
antioxidant, etc. Independent claims 1 and 20 do not specify that each different lubricating composition has to have a different lubricant 
base oil of lubricating viscosity. 
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
